Town officials might stop nick- 
el-and-diming residents — and 
Start asking for quarters at the 
parking meters. In fact, increasing 
the cost to park is one of several 
fees that officials are thinking 
about raising — or inventing — in 
light of the Proposition 2 1/2 over- 
ride the town might seek to pay 
for town government. 

Raising fees or creating new 
ones won't solve this year’s bud- 
get crunch, but it could ease some 
of the pressure, says Town Man- 
ager Buzz Stapezynski 

“It's just scraping a little 
money here, a little money there. 
Every little bit helps,” he says. 

He’s asked all town department 
heads to look at their service fees 
— including cemetery fees, build- 
ing permit fees and facility rental 
fees — and to judge whether 
Andover is on par with rates for 
comparable services in other com- 
munities. 

“I’m told that (building permit 
fees) are very low in comparison 
to other cities and towns in the 
region,” says Stapezynski. 

“Let’s make sure our fees are 
covering our cost of delivering the 
service,’ says Selectman Brian 
Major. He supports the concept of 
raising fees for “luxury-type ser- 
vices” like programs from the 
Department of Community Ser- 
vices. But he won't support fees 
on items like trash collection. 

“If it’s a fee for a necessity 
item, that may be tough to pass by 
folks,” he says. 

The school department, which 
Tuesday decided to seek a maxi- 
mum $1.4 million override, also is

considering fees. The schools 
aren't charging students for class- 
es, sports or other extracurricular 
activities at this time, says Bernie 
Tuttle, the schools’ business man- 
ager. Suggestions to start charging 
haven't gone over well in the past, 
says School Committee member 
Tina Girdwood. 


“This is not a popular thing and 
we know that,” she says. Years 
back, the committee talked about 
charging students to participate in 
athletics. One year the schools 
charged busing fees to bring kids 
to school. Both times the public’s 
reaction was negative. 

“We have to give people a 


choice... so people can respond to 
the suggestion. Parents might say, 
‘OK, I'll pay a busing fee if it 
nieans I can get another teacher.’ It 
depends what the tradeoffs are,” 

says Girdwood. 
Selectmen Chairman Ted 
Teichert says he would support the

Time for some taxing election issues 


As he declared 
a run for governor, 
Robert Reich took 
aim at Jane Swift.

None of the candi- 
dates seemed ready to talk about the 
people they need to beat first — their 
fellow Democrats. 

Asked last week if there was an 
understanding among Democrats to help 
one of them win the office, Reich said 
“I'm certainly not going to say anything 
critical of them because they are people. 
They would make good governors.” 

Sounds like a yes for now. 

But such political chivalry has 
become common here when it comes to 
elections. For the past few years, when 
Andover has had a contested race, can- 
didates have fallen all over themselves 
to avoid offending anyone — including

their fellow candidates. No one is ever 
running against the incumbent, he or 
she is just running for the office. No one 
runs because of a particular issue — that 
might mean someone has an ax to grind. 
Candidates simply want government to 
listen more to the people. They want to 
build consensus. 

This year, though, no one will be 
elected for being polite. Debate never 
should get personal, but Andover needs 
serious discussions about where the 
town should — or should not — be head- 
ed. People can disagree on such matters. 
And this year, candidates know there’s 
only one issue that will bring many peo- 
ple to the polls: finding the balance 
between taxes and services. And every- 
one will need to talk about this. 

Sue Jenkins, former School Commit- 
tee member, is contemplating a run, and 
she already knows what to say when 
asked why. “I don’t support the override 
at this current economic time and I also 
believe that the majority of the town 
does not support it,” says Jenkins. 

Jenkins was on the School Commit- 
tee in the early 1990s when a $1.5 mil- 
lion general override attempt failed, and 
she says she wants to make sure the 
town doesn’t make the same mistakes 


again that it made then. She would face 
incumbent Eric Nadworny if he decides 
to return papers. 

In the selectmen’s race, Mary Lyman 
has already decided to run. 

Like the rest of the current selectmen, 
Lyman does not want an override to pay 
for town-side services. However, she did 
vote to add a 3-percent Community 
Preservation Act tax. 

Lyman believes the town will be 
spending money on things such as open 
space acquisition anyway, and sees the 
CPA as a chance to get additional funds 
from the state that might actually reduce 
the town’s direct tax burden, she says. 

“To get matching state funds is some- 
thing we desperately need for these ini- 
tiatives,” says Lyman. “If the voters said, 
"We think it’s a neat idea, but at 3 per- 
cent you re crazy, we could change it,” 
she said. Lyman also carefully notes that 


the CPA exempts the first $100,000 of 


property. “For the real low-income per- 
son that gives a chance at not killing 
them,” she says. 

Let these important debates begin.

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DARE programs beneficial, but they don’t limit drug use 


Editor, Townsman: 

Rebecca Piro’s Jan. 10 article, 
“Is the DARE program worth the 
investment?” continues a tired and 
misdirected argument. The ques- 
tion is not whether the DARE pro- 
gram is worth the investment, but 
rather is it worth the investment 
compared to what other invest- 
ment? If there is a change, how 
will Andover choose to spend the 
money it now invests in DARE? 
There likely are better ways to 
spend the money, but there also 
are much worse ways to spend it 
as well. Once the alternative 
choices are clear, then it becomes 
possible to evaluate the budgetary 
options and make a reasoned deci- 
sion. 

As for DARE, its effects are 
not simply a matter of opinion, 
supported by occasional anecdotes 
of student success or failure. Con- 
siderable science has been brought 
to bear on this issue and the evi- 
dence is mounting. Research 
shows that DARE programs do 
influence students’ drug knowI- 
edge and social skills. However, 
these changes are less than results 
obtained from more interactive 
prevention programs (e.g., peer- 
to-peer teaching) on measures of 
drug knowledge, drug attitudes, 
social skills, and drug use. These 
findings suggest that DARE’s core 
curriculum effects on drug use rel- 
ative to other forms of drug educa- 
tion and prevention is slight and, 
except for tobacco use, is not sta- 
tistically significant. 

However, DARE does improve 
how young people think about and 
relate to the police. C onsequently, 
the primary problem with DARE 
is its name, what it advertises and 
what we expect from it. Improving 
the way young people relate to 
authority figures seems worthy of 
a considerable investment, but 
spending money on drug-preven- 
tion programs that do not work is 
a poor investment. Maybe we 


Should rename DARE, shift our 
expectations for it and keep invest- 
ing in the police for different rea- 
sons — they certainly deserve our 
support. 

Perhaps more troubling than 
DARE’s lack of comparative 
effectiveness is the recent finding 
that, in a landmark $15-million 
Study, researchers failed to show 
that the very best social science 
interventions could prevent the 
onset of smoking among young 
people. Given our current knowl- 
edge about tobacco and the enor- 
mous investment in school-based 
prevention programs that fail, we 
should not be surprised to learn 
that school-based drug-prevention 
programs also fail. Supporters of 
these prevention programs tend to 
use anecdotes describing how 
young people — who are not like- 
ly drug abusers in the first place - 
did not abuse them after being 
exposed to the program. The real 
test of a prevention program is its 
efficacy with moderate- and high- 
risk young people who are more 
likely to use drugs. Unfortunately, 
the evidence reveals that many of 
the current prevention programs 
fail to produce encouraging 
results. 

The idea that some very limited 
number of hours in a school-based 
program can offset the influence 
of parents, television and cultural 
ambivalence about drug use is 
simply wishful thinking. We must 
face the fact that our community 
and our society are ambivalent 
about intoxicant use. Young peo- 
ple are taught in school that sub- 
stance use is bad, but the movies, 
television, music and too often 
their parents show them that it is 
desirable. The result is a genera- 
tion of young people who also are 
ambivalent about using alcohol 
and other drugs. Will Rogers 
described this circumstance best 
when he quipped that “Mississippi 
will drink wet and vote dry so

Five who owe 
property tax may 
see liens Jan. 3]

As officials debate how much of a tax 
increase is too much, the town has released a list 
of properties on which at least three years of 
taxes are owed and on which it may place liens, 
the first step towards foreclosure. 

The town is looking to collect $46,000 plus 
interest in back taxes from five land owners. If 
those owners don’t pay by Jan. 31, the town will 
put a lien against their properties, says David 
Reilly, the town’s tax collector 

Though a lien is the first step toward foreclo- 
sure, Reilly emphasizes that town government 
will not take a property if the owners make an 
effort to regularly pay a percentage of what they 
Owe. 

“Once you're three years behind in your 
taxes, the town puts a lien on your property,” 
Reilly says. “If we receive no payments, the 
town begins taking steps to foreclose in the next 
year.” 

Currently, the town has more than 30 people 
in tax title.

Selectmen are trying to cut the town’s operat- 
ing budget to provide an alternative to an Over- 
ride, and lessen the tax burden. But those cuts 
could hurt some people just as much as it could 
help others, says Selectman John Hess. 

“Some cuts might involve laying people off, 
and those people certainly can’t afford to pay 
their taxes,” he says.

Taking homes 

Like Reilly, Major describes the town seizing 
the property of those who don’t pay as a worst- 
case scenario. 

Yet that is what happened to Mary Smythe, a 
resident of 28 years, whose Lincoln Street home 
was seized by the town in August 2000 in 
exchange for the $70,000 in taxes she owed over 
18 years. It also almost happened to former 
Summer Street resident Margaret Cronin. The 
town took her home for $44,000 in back taxes 
last July, but Cronin bought it back at the last 
minute within a one-year grace period. She paid 
the town by selling her home to a developer, 
who will turn it into several smaller housing 
units, 

Both Smythe and Cronin had liens against 
their home for at least four years before the town 
seized them, says Reilly. The town publishes 
annually the list of properties about to receive 
liens, he says. 

This year’s list, which names five property 
owners with a total of six properties in jeopardy, 
is actually smaller than average, he adds. Two 
years ago, about a dozen properties were listed 
and last year nine made the list. 

But by taking Smythe’s house — the first such

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For state, is Meals all done? 


State budget cuts may force town to pick up Meals on Wheels cost 


By Judy Wakefield 

The state may stop paying 
for about 25 frail elderly res- 
idents in Andover to get 
daily Meals on Wheels 
lunches because of cuts to 
the state budget. 

Andover will pick up the 
cost of these lunches. 
pledges the town’s elder ser- 
vices director, but she Says 
she’s concerned about the 
effect such cuts may have on 
services the town offers. 

“We are not going to Say 
to people, ‘you can’t get 
fed,’ ” says Jeanne Madden. 
Andover’s elder services 
director, but the issue is of 
great concern around the 
senior center. 

The state’s home-care 
program, which pays for 
those 25 Andover meals. is 
affected by a $3.4 million 
budget cut in elder services 
under that new state budget. 
The home-care program, 
which has been cut $2.5 mil- 
lion, pays for various ser- 
vices that help housebound 
elders such as Meals on 
Wheels. Exactly what will 
be affected by the cuts is still 
uncertain, though Meals on 
Wheels is among the pro- 
jects facing the ax, according

to elder-care advocates. Yes- 
terday, Lillian Glickman. 
secretary of the state’s elder affairs office. 
was scheduled to be in Andover to get 
first-hand reaction to the new state bud- 
get. Local elder-care professionals were 
to meet with her at the Andover Senior 
Center. 

Andover’s Meals on Wheels program 
serves about 60 housebound seniors per 


day. Andover also feeds another 50 resi- 
dents at Andover’s Senior Center each 
day, according to Madden. 

About 25 of those 60 housebound res- 
idents are on a care plan that entitles 
them to Meals on Wheels services paid 
for by the state. Money is very tight on 
the local level, too, and Madden is wor- 
ned about finding money locally to pay

Andover but the budget is not 
keeping pace, she says 

Currently, there are 5,200 
seniors in Andover aged 60 


or over. The fastest-growing 


segment among them is the 
over-85 crowd, Madden said 
addition, 9,500 
Andover residents are now 
over 50 and many of them 
are expected to live long 
lives. 

“We're ahead of the 
curve,” Madden said of Andover’s gray- 
ing statistics. “You put this together with 
hospital and nursing home closings and 
What you wind up with is a very trail 
population at home without services.” 

Rosanne J. DiStefano, executive 
director of Elder Services of the Memi- 
mack Valley, said about 2.800 seniors 
around the Valley will see their care plans 
cut by 10 percent with the new state bud- 
get. 

“They will not be able to get Meals on 
Wheels and in some cases. they will not 
get a homemaker,” DiStefano said. 

In addition, she is concerned about 
referrals. Her agency gets referrals from 
hospitals, doctors and other contacts 
about elders who live at home but need 
Services offered by her agency. For the 
first time in 12 years, she will have to 
Start a waiting list for them because of 
the budget cuts. That list will start by the 
end of the month, she said. 

DiStefano said elder-care profession- 
als will be pushing for restoration of that 
$3.4 million cut from the state budget. 

Carol Malone, policy director for the 
State's Human Services and Elderly 
Affairs, explained that a senate sub-com- 
mittee did indeed pass a supplemental 
budget that includes restoring that $3.4 
million. However, the House of Repre- 
sentatives never took it up. Sen. Sue 
Tucker of Andover is the co-chair of that 
joint committee that restored the funding. 

DiStefano said the restoration “is the 
ray of hope” for local seniors who need 
those services.

$170,000 budget to maintain the 


park for the 1,200 kids that use it. 

Youth Services currently 
charges out-of-town 
kids $5 to use the park 
for one day.

That possible tax 
increase is separate from a poten- 
tial override of Proposition 2/4 that 
voters will also face to cover the 
town and schools’ operating bud- 
gets. 

“Everyone knows this is going 
to be a tough year,” said Selectman 
Brian Major Monday night. 

“T think that 3 percent is going 
to be too high,” agreed Selectmen 
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Chairman Ted Teichert. “Even 2 
percent could be too high. I’m 
more leaning towards | (percent).” 

Members of the CPA task force 
- minus their selectman liaison, 
John Hess — continued to push for 
a 3-percent tax increase, They 
wanted selectmen to set the war- 
rant article at 3 percent and negoti- 
ate it lower at Town Meeting if res- 
idents saw fit. 

“If you go for a lower number, 
you are preempting the voters’ 
decision,” said member Peggy 
Keck. 

A |-percent tax increase will 
raise about $470,000 that officials 
hope the state will match. A 3-per- 
cent increase would cost the aver- 
age resident $112 in taxes and 
would raise about $1.5 million, not 
including the state’s matching 
funds.

Andover High: Another space crunch? 


Principal says school is inching past

UST A FEW YEARS AFTER WORKERS FINISHED a more 
than $29 million expansion project at Andover High 
School, its principal is Saying the school could be 
running out of space. 

Peter Anderson, Andover High School principal, told the 
School Committee last Tuesday that Andover High could 
run into tight times after the next academic year. 

Anderson spoke to the Townsman this week to explain 
the space issues that may face the school in the coming 
years. 

“The school can handle 1,700 students without difficul- 
ty,” said the principal. “1,750 we could make work, but 
1,800 would be trouble.” 

Though the high school has 1.625 students this year, cur- 
rent numbers from the town’s middle schools point to 
growing numbers that Anderson believes could breach the 
1,700 mark. Anderson told the School Committee that a 
general figure for the desired Capacity is 85 percent. 
Andover High School now stands at 96 percent. 

When asked if this amounted to poor planning, given the 
recent multi-million dollar renovations to the high school, 
Anderson said “No, the building committee was probably 
shooting for a 1,700 student Capacity.” He said that to fore- 
cast beyond a five-year window was. “very, very difficult, 
there are far too many factors” and that he believed the 
school was renovated with “the best numbers they had (at 
the time).” 

“It is not the ideal circumstance. but if the town keeps 
growing there will be more kids enrolling at the schools,” 
says Carol Baffi-Dugan, co-president of the Parent Adviso- 
ry Council. 

“On other fronts I am very happy (with what's going on 
at the high school),” she said. “I try not to dwell on the neg- 
ative.” Baffi-Dugan didn’t envision another addition or 
building project, saying, “Peter Anderson is looking at cre- 
ative solutions.” 

Discussing possibilities to ease the coming crunch, 
Anderson suggested that internships for seniors could help. 
Anderson said that this possible scenario was intended to 
give seniors a “richer, more challenging, more appropriate 
experience,” at a time when, for many, senior year has

Former state senator,

address AHS students

Tom Hayden, one of the Chica- 
go 7 accused of inciting the riots 
that disrupted the 1968 
Democratic National 
Convention, will come 
to Andover during a 
January book tour and 
speak to Andover 
High School students. 

Charges against 
Hayden and the rest of 
the Chicago 7 were 
later dropped and 
Hayden went on to 
become a California 
State senator and 
author. 

Hayden will speak 
to junior and senior students in the 
class Democracy and Media Lit- 
eracy. 

Andover High School principal 
Peter Anderson calls Hayden a 
“media limelight figure” and has 
accepted his offer to speak to stu- 
dents during his stay in Andover. 

Hayden is staying in Andover 
during the tour promoting his 
newest book, /rish on the Inside, 
courtesy of Andover attorney 
Arthur J. McCabe. McCabe met 
the Irish-American activist in 
Belfast and says he admired his 
activism and work in the °60s. 

“I wrote my thesis on the Stu- 
dents for a Democratic Society,” 
of which Hayden was a founder, 
says McCabe. After his college

days, McCabe “lost track of (Hay- 
den),” but in 1997 McCabe met 
him unexpectedly in Belfast a day 

after McCabe found 
=| Hayden’s book, Jrish 
| Famine, at a book- 
store, and discovered 
that Hayden was 
active in Northern Ire- 
land. 

McCabe and Hay- 
den’s paths crossed 
again during 
McCabe’s stay in 
Belfast when the two 
men found them- 
selves at a dinner 
given by the city. 
Hayden is a great 
admirer of Robert Kennedy, 
whom McCabe had worked for, 
and the two men became friends. 

Tom Hayden brings with him 
to Andover students a fascinating 
life, including his student leader- 
ship of 60s anti-war and pro-civil 
rights activism, his long career of 
experience from the California 
Senate, a marriage and divorce 
from actress Jane Fonda. Hayden 
doesn’t seem to have lost his ’60s 
steam. On his retirement from the 
California State Senate he 
received the longest farewell in its 
history. As he left the senate, Hay- 
den drew from a saying among 
prisoners in Northern Ireland, say- 
ing: “Let us not meekly serve our 
time.”

Keep kids busy during 
those long winter months

When ~~ mid-January rolls 
around, many of us start feeling 
like the walls are closing in on 
us. The winter has a way of 
cleverly disguising itself during 
the holiday season; there are 
wreaths, beautiful lights, trees 
and fresh, white snow. There are 
parties, gifts and lots of yummy 
treats. There is festive music and 
dancing and warm, cozy fires. 

When the holidays are over, 
the parties are finished and the 
decorations are put away, we are 
left staring into the harsh face of 
winter. And, if you have young 
children, it can be difficult to 
manage the post-holiday let- 
down that inevitably infiltrates 
once the novelty of the new toys 
and gifts winds down. So, 
what's a parent to do? How can 
we keep the little ones busy and 
our own sanity for the next cou- 
ple of months while we muddle 
through the coldest part of the 
year? 

Why not lace up those skates 
and let the kids work off some 
of that energy at a local ice rink? 
Most rinks have learn-to-skate 
programs, public skate hours 
and special events or extended 
hours during school vacations. 
The Icenter in Salem, N.H.. 
offers a variety of programs for 
all ages and skill levels. 

“We have learn-to-skate pro- 
grams for ages 3 and up — ‘tiny 
tots’ for beginners and a learn- 
to-skate for kids who know how 
to skate but want to improve,” 
says Frank Spinazzola, facility 
manager at the Icenter. 

There is a public skate time 
designated every day but Thurs- 
days, including weekends. Pub- 
lic skate generally runs about an 
hour and a half and costs $6 for 
adults, $5 for ages 12 and under 


and free for ages 4 
and under. Skates 
can be rented for 
$4. 


“During — school 
vacations, we put 
on extra public 


skates - we may do 


two a day,” notes 
Mr. — Spinazzola. 
“We also have 
hockey leagues 
from age 8 or 9 


through adult.” 

Another way to 
get the kids to 
expel some of that 
energy may be to 
look into move- 
ment programs 
such as the ones 
offered by Gym- 
boree in Andover. 
The programs are 
designed for chil- 
dren from birth 
through 4 years of 
age and their par- 
ents and focus on 
specific lesson 
plans that are age- 
appropriate, always 
involving music 
and always keeping 
children moving. 

“Two-year-old groups (called 
GymExplorers) work on trans- 
portation week, jungle safari — 
we ll also do story time and pup- 
petry,” explains owner Robin 
Canha. “They’re ready to use 
their imagination at 2 years old 
and so we do that. We even have 
a program for moms and new- 
borns that focuses on sensory 
stimulation.” 

There are four sessions per 
year that run anywhere from 
eight to 14 weeks. In addition, 
Gymboree offers some music 
programs that cover 16 music 
styles over the course of the

year, including classical, coun- 
try, folk, rhythm and blues, Latin 
and jazz. Children as young as 6 
months can get involved in the 
classes, which have become 
increasingly popular. 

“The children will use small 
percussion instruments so they 
can learn to sense the beat of the 
music; they are learning 
rhythm,” Ms. Canha explains. 
“They dance or rock to the 
music — we are always moving.” 

If money is tight, why not take 
advantage of the free children’s 
programs offered at most local 
libraries? The children’s room 
generally offers a wealth of 
resources, programs and events 
throughout the year targeted at 
different age groups. Barbara 
Michaud, a librarian at the 
Wilmington Memorial Library, 
says they have a variety of activ- 
ities for kids starting as young as 
2 years old. 

“We have a ‘time for twos’ 
program, which is a drop-in pro- 
gram that runs on_ selected 
Thursdays (upcoming dates are 
Jan. 24 and Feb. 7). It’s a half- 
hour program for 2-year-olds 
and their caregivers; they go in 
together, hear stories, sing 
songs, do finger plays (move- 
ment to poetry) and work on 
flannel boards,” explains Ms. 
Michaud. 


As most libraries do, the 
Wilmington Memorial Library 
also has story hours for children 
ages 3 to 5 that parents must 
register their children for in 
advance. Special events include 
an upcoming program with Jan- 
ice Allen on Jan. 19: she per- 
forms a concert of African- 
American music and folklore 
and circle games for children 
ages 2 to 5 and their families. 
The program, funded by a Com- 
munity Partnerships for Chil- 
dren grant by the Massachusetts 
Department of Education, does 
require reserved tickets, but they 
are free of charge. 

Older children can take advan- 
tage of Wilmington Memorial 
Library’s book discussion 
groups that take place once a 
month on Friday afternoons. 
And, there is a monthly “family 
night” that is a drop-in program 
recommended for ages 5 and up; 
the next few are scheduled for 
Jan. 23, Feb. 13 and March 20, 
beginning at 6:30 and running 
for approximately one hour. 
Activities include reading sto- 
ries and making craft projects. 

And, for those really cold or 
snowy days when you don’t 
want to venture out, it’s a good 
idea to have some age-appropri- 
ate videos on hand as a special 
treat for the kids. Lauren 
Donoghue, an employee at 
Superstar Video on Shawsheen 
Street in Tewksbury, has some 
recommendations. For very 
young children (preschool), she 
Suggests “The Land Before 
Time VIII: The Big Freeze,” 
“The Book of Pooh” and “The 
Tigger Movie.” For elementary 
school children, she recom- 
mends The “Air Bud” series 
(including “Air Bud,” “Air Bud: 
World Pup” and “Air Bud: 


ta 


Golden Receiver”), “Recess: 
School’s Out,” “The Emperor’s 
New Groove” and “Willy 
Wonka and the Chocolate Facto- 
ry.” Ms. Donoghue lists “The 
Princess Diaries,” “Shrek” and 
“Spy Kids” as good movies for 
middle-schoolers. She also sug- 
gests a couple of Mary-Kate and 
Ashley Olsen movies that would 
be appropriate for both elemen- 
tary and middle school kids. 
including “Our Lips Are Sealed” 
and “Passport to Paris.” 

And, don’t forget those high- 
tech resources that are available 
to anyone with a computer. 
Three Web sites that have some 
neat ideas for crafts, games and 
activities to keep the little ones 
occupied are 
www.thefamily.com, www.fun- 
brain.com and 
www. verybestkids.com. 

The first, www.thefamily.com, 
is a site with something for 
everyone in the family, but it has 
quite a bit that’s geared toward 
small children. If you go under 
the “children” category and then 
click on “Kid’s Korner,” you’ll 
hit the jackpot. Here, you can 
find coloring pages that you can 
print and activities —_ for 
preschoolers, such as foil art, 
instructions for making musical 
instruments, balloon games and 
much more. The section in Kid’s 
Korner called “together time” is 
also chock-full of ideas for 
games, recipes and crafts. Click 
on the “crafts” heart and you'll 
find dozens of projects that are 
easy, quick and fun. Some sam- 
ple projects are included at the 
end of this article to give readers 
an idea of what the site has to 
offer. 

At www.funbrain.com, you'll 
find dozens of games that edu- 
cate Kids on a wide variety of

Then, soak all brushes and combs in 
rubbing alcohol or hot, soapy water. 
Finally, be sure to vacuum. Clean all 
carpets and furniture, then carefully 
dispose of or empty the vacuum bag.

It is important that your pedia- 
trician examines your newborn 
while he or she is in the hospi- 
tal. If your newborn is dis- 
charged from the hospital in less 
than 48 hours, you will need to 
schedule a visit within two days 
of being released. 


Infancy (up to 2 years old) 

First year — Schedule a visit 
with the doctor at about 2 to 4 
weeks of age and at least four 
other visits at regular intervals 
before 1 year of age. Second 
year — Schedule visits at 12, 15 
and 18 months of age or more 
often if recommended by your 
pediatrician. 


Preschool period (2 to 5 years 
old) 

Schedule visits yearly or more 
often if recommended by your 
pediatrician. 


School-age period (6 to 21 
years old) 

Schedule visits at 6, 8 and 10 
years of age and yearly visits 
between the ages of 11 and 21. 


Doctor visits should include: 
the following: 

* A review of your child’s 
medical history since the last 
visit. This includes an honest 
discussion of how he or she is 
doing physically and emotional- 
ly and how he or she is perform- 
ing at school; 


* A complete physical exami- 
nation of your child. After the 
examination, be sure to discuss 
any abnormalities that were dis-

covered. At each physical exam, 
beginning with the first one 
after birth, your pediatrician 
will take certain measurements: 
Your child’s length, weight and 
head circumference (the dis- 
tance around his head) will be 
measured and plotted on growth 
charts; 


* Necessary screening tests for 
proper growth and develop- 
ment, including vision, hearing, 
anemia, lead, cholesterol, uri- 
nary abnormality, tuberculosis 
infection and certain inherited 
disorders; 


* Necessary immunizations 
during infancy, such as pertussis 
(whooping cough), diphtheria, 
tetanus (lockjaw), polio, 
measles, mumps, rubella (Ger- 
man measles), hepatitis B, 
Haemophilus influenzae type B, 
pneumococcal infections and 
varicella (chickenpox). Later in 
age, your child will need addi- 
tional booster doses and any 
newly available immunizations 
as advised by your pediatrician; 


* Appropriate discussion and 
counseling concerning your 
child’s care and diet with recom- 
mendations for the handling of 
any special health problems; and 


* Discussion about your 
child’s overall well-being. Top- 
ics might include growth and 
developmental patterns, obesity, 
discipline, the role of parents, 
the child’s family and commu- 
nity, injury prevention, violence 
prevention, counseling about 
sexual development and school 
readiness topics, _ including 
learning difficulties, behavior 
problems and _attention-deficit 
disorder.

America’s tragedy and 
kids: what parents 
Should say and look for 


(NAPSA) — To help parents 
with the after-effects of the 
Sept. II terrorist attacks and 
all that followed, the national 
children’s crisis charity Kids 
Peace has compiled some tips 
for talking to children about 
the tragedy. 

¢ Listen to children. 
them to express their 
cerns and fears. 

* Regardless of age, 
most important issue is to 
reassure children of safety 
and security. Tell children that 
you, their schools, _ their 
friends and their communities 
are all focused on their safety. 

e When discussing the 
events with younger children, 
the amount of information 
shared should be limited to 
basic facts. Use words mean-

ingful to them (not words 
such as terrorist. retribution. 
etc.). Share with them that 


some bad people have used 
vialence to hurt innocent peo- 
ple in the United States. Dis- 
cuss that we don't know 
exactly by whom or why this 
was done, but violence has 
occurred. Do not go into spe- 
cific details. 

* School-aged children will 
ask, “Can this happen here, or 


to me?” Do not lie to chil- 
dren. Tell them that it’s 
unlikely that anything like 


this will happen to them or in 
their community. Then, reiter- 
ate how safe and protected 
they are by all those around 
them. 

* Parents, caregivers and 
teachers should be cautious of 
permitting young children to 
watch news or listen to radio 
that’s discussing or showing 
carnage. It is too difficult for 
most of them to process. Per- 
sonal discussions are the best 
way to share information with 
this group. Also, plan to dis- 
cuss this many times over the 
coming weeks. Ongoing reas- 
surance is critical to children. 


* When discussing the 
events with preteens and 


teens, more detail is appropri- 
ate, and many will already 
have seen news broadcasts. 
Do not let them focus too 
much on_= graphic details. 
Rather, elicit their feelings 
and concerns and focus your 
discussions on what they 
share with you. Be careful of 
how much media they are 
exposed to. Talk directly with 
them about the tragedy and 
answer their questions truth- 
fully. Although this group is 
more mature, do not forget to 
reassure them of their safety 
and your efforts to protect 
them. Regardless of age, kids 
must hear this message. 


* Be aware of physical 
Symptoms of anxiety _ that 
children may demonstrate. 
They may be a sign that a 


child, although not directly 
discussing the tragedy, is very 
troubled by the events. Talk 
more directly to children who 
exhibit these signs: 

* Headaches; 

¢ Stomach aches; 

¢ Back aches; 

¢ Trouble sleeping or eating; 

¢ Nightmares; 

¢ Withdrawal: 

* Excessive worry; 

* Increased arguing; 

* Irritability: 

* Loss of concentration; 

* Refusal to go to school; 
and 

* Clinging behavior. Fre- 
quently reassure children that 


they are loved. Words 
expressing love combined 
with deeds demonstrating 


love (for example, walks in 
the park or attending a com- 
munity sporting event) can 
provide the most comfort to 
children and teens. If you are 
concerned about your chil- 
dren or their reaction to this 
or any tragedy, talk directly 
with their school counselor or 
family doctor, or have your 
older children visit the Kids 
Peace teen-help Web site at 
www.teencentral.net. 


Follow these tips for man- 
aging children’s asthma 


(NAPSA) — Asthma accounts 
for one of every six pediatric 
emergency room visits in the

Plantes, medical director of Lau- 
rus Health. 

LaurusHealth.com offers the 
following tips for managing asth- 
ma. 

* Avoid possible trigger factors, 
such as heavy perfumes or scent- 
ed candles. 

* Feed your child nutritious 
meals to help boost his or her 
ability to fight colds. 
¢ Use an air purifier with a high- 
efficiency particulate arrestance 
filter to reduce allergens such as 
dust and mold in your home. 

* Develop a current list of all 


medications your child is taking, 
including dosage, proper adminis- 
tration and side effects. 

* Educate other adults about 
your child’s condition, particular- 
ly teachers and the school nurse. 
Share the action plan and have 
medications on hand for when 
you are not around. 

* Document symptoms, weather 
conditions and medications given 
in an asthma diary. This will help 
your physician refine your child’s 
plan. 

“Ask your physician for tips on 
motivating your child to assume 
responsibility for treating his or 
her condition,” says Dr. Plantes. 
“The more informed everyone 
involved in your child’s life is, the 
easier it becomes to prevent 
severe attacks.”

Will this be your teen’s first 


winter driving experience? 


(NAPSA) — As parents, have 
you taught your teen-ager the 
dos and don’ts of safe winter 
driving? There are unwritten 
rules that come with the dri- 
ving experience that teens 
lack. 

“As a parent, I take great 
concern in making sure my 
children are aware of the dan- 
gers involved with winter dri- 
ving conditions,” Says 
Richard Courtney, director of 
research & development and 
technical _ services/consumer 
relations for Prestone Prod- 
ucts. “First and foremost, I 
have their vehicles checked 
thoroughly. Winter tends to 
magnify any problems a vehi- 
cle might have. Make sure 
your new driver checks their 
tire tread and _ windshield 
wipers, as well as washer 
fluid and antifreeze/coolant 
levels. The proper mixture of 
antifreeze/coolant is neces- 
sary to avoid engine freeze- 
ups in frigid temperatures.” 

It’s also a good idea to 
switch to a winter wiper 
blade. They are more durable 
and designed to handle snow 
and ice better. If wipers aren’t 


working properly or if there is 
a lack of fluid in the reservoir, 
the combination of salt and 
ice may reduce your teen’s 
ability to see other vehicles or 
objects on the road. Remind 
teens to turn on their head- 
lights any time they need to 
use their windshield wipers. It 
will help improve their visi- 
bility and allow them to be 
seen better by other motorists, 
and in some states, it’s the 
law. 

Emphasize the importance 
of clearing off the entire car, 
not just a portion of the wind- 
shield. If the vehicle hasn’t 
been properly cleared off, it 
not only creates hazardous 
situations for your child, but 
other motorists on the road as 
well. “We recommend using a 


washer fluid that doesn’t 
freeze when temperatures 
plummet,” suggests Mr. 


Courtney. The fluid may help 
remove light ice and frost. 
Although these preventative 
maintenance tips do help, 
they by no means serve as a 
complete deterrent to poten- 
tial problems. Prepare your 
teen for a roadside emergency 


with a special winter kit that 
includes: 

* A cell phone; 

* A portable jump starter; 

* A flashlight and extra bat- 
teries; 

* Emergency flares; 

* A tire inflator and sealer; 

* Warm clothes and blan- 
kets; 

¢ Extra de-icer washer fluid 
and a spray de-icer; 

* Ice scraper with a snow 
brush; 

* Tire traction product; and 

* Shovel 

Mr. Courtney says, “It is a 
good safety precaution to 
keep more than a half tank of 
gas in the vehicle during win- 
ter. It ll be the only source of 
heat if they are stranded. And, 
Stress the importance of 
always wearing seat belts 
with your teen-age driver.” 

Parents should accompany 
their teen-ager on their first 
road trip and let them practice 
before venturing onto slick, 
snowy roads for the first time.
